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PREFATORY NOTICE. 



The proceedings which took place in the reign of Charles the 
First, relative to the ancient Property and Revenues of the 
Church of Scotland, are so well known as a matter of Public 
History, and have been so important in their practical effects 
on the interests of individuals, that any minute details on the 
subject, as introductory to the following volume, might be fairly 
regarded as superfluous. In connection with the arrangements 
which were then contemplated between the Crown and its Lay 
subjects, relative to the spiritual patrimony of the Church, it 
became necessary to provide for the regular and permanent en- 
dowment of its Protestant Ministers ; and under a Royal Com- 
mission, which issued in January 1627, a certain number of 
persons of distinguished rank and consideration, were authorised, 
among their other Amctions, to institute the requisite inquiries 
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on that subject. Soon after their appointment an order appears 
to have been transmitted to the different Presbyteries, calling 
upon the clergy to make a minute and authentic return of the 
existing parochial establishments within their bounds, of the 
state and amount of ecclesiastical property in each Parish, of its 
present application, and of such other matters as might affect 
the general arrangements then contemplated. It is much to be 
regretted that the records of this Commission have been so 
very imperfectly preserved j and that ?ven the terms of the order 
now alluded to, have not been found To what extent the re- 
quisite Reports were obtained, cannot now be traced ; but those 
from forty-nine Parishes, situated in different parts of Scotland, 
have escaped the general wreck ; and scanty and imperfect as 
they are, may be regarded as an interesting contribution to the 
Local History and Statistics of the country in the earlier part 
of the Seventeenth century.

The WaJuation of the Landes and Teindis and Kirk landis within the 
Parifche and Barony of Bonckell.

Both the parochins wer on 
lordis land or Barronj, The kirk of Bonckell in the midis off the Barronj 
Both the parochines but fyf hundreth communicantes : The cafe off thes 
kirks befoir the vnion was. In the paroch off Bonckell thair wer thre 
hundreth communicantes. In the paroch of Preftone twa hundreth com- 
municantes. The ftipend of the Minifter off Bonckell then threfcoir 
pundis money, and the viccarage eftimat abone the worth to twa hundreth 
merkes but then nocht worth ane hundreth |)undis with manfe and glib. 
Tlie Minifter at Preftone then fyftie pund and the wiccarage reakinet to 
ane hundreth mairkis but abone the worth, nocht worth fyftie poundes,

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with his manfe and gleib and pertinentis. It is the bifchop of Dunkell 
his propper kirk. The Bifchop is perfone of both thes parochines. The 
viccarag is of both the parochinis ar at the Bifchopis gift. 

Item the Minifter his flipend is thre chalderis wiftuall of the new mear 
four : one chalder bear and on chalder meall and twentie mairkis ffor 
fiiimifching off the Elementis to the communion all payed be William 
Erie of Angus taxman off the haill perfonag teindis of the Barronj quhilk 
is eftimat to xxx chalder wiftuall of teind ; and the wiccarag off the haill 
Barronj eftimat to thre hundreth mairkis with the manfis and glibis and 
thair pertinentis.

S. Alexander Cranftoune of Moreftoune is proprietar of the jufte half 
of the teindis of the whoU parochine excepting butter, cheife, hay, &c* 
callet the fmall viccarage, for the quhilk the parochiners payee twa hun- 
dreth merkis to my Lord of Drybrughe. 

8. Thair hes nott beine as yitt a manfe for a Minifter by reafone of the 
none refidence of my predeceflburs fo that I am very eturill T0t. 

4. As for my glebe, it is little worth for my predeceflburs fett it for ten 
lib, be yeir. 

5. I have no fowmes grafle mofle nor muire to caft elding and diffott 
into to my great hurt and (kaith notwithftanding thair is muche kirkland 
in my parochine as Over Howden, Nether Howden, twa hufband landis 
in Huxtoune, and my Lady Ormeiftounes kirklandis befyde the kirk and 
the Hillhoufe quhilk perteines to the Laird of Herdmeiftoune.

the perpetuall fatling of a miniftery at that kirk. 

If it fhall pleafe the Lord to withhold his Judgments from the land fo 
that thir forenamitt rowmes be weill plenifhit they may yeild the forfaid 
ftok and teind, and quhen the ground is punifhit the heritour and teinder 
muft nott not be frie. 

Thus have I {bona fide) vfit all diligence to informe myfelf anent the 
premiflTes neither might I opinlie tak the help of ray parifhiners becaufe 
being maillmen and in wfle to pay for the teindis they wald have fett all 
things at naught quhilk I could not fuffer and thairfoir hes takin the wholle 
burtheine on myfelf, and yit hes neither prejudgit maifter nor tennand. 
In the meane tyme but keiping ane puire confcience hes indevoirit to 
giue all poffible fatisfadioune to all pairties that hes any intereft in this 
bufRnes and that indifferently without any partiall deilling.

den and George Bannatyne in Damchefter perfones nominat eleftit 
and chofen be Mr. Alexander Kinneir Moderatour of the Prelbiterie 
of Chimfyd and Mr. Frances Hepbume Minifter at the kirk of Len- 
dell conforme to the power and Commiffione given and grantit to 
tham be the Lordis Commiffioneris nominat be the Kinges Majeftie 
to treat with his Maiefties fubjeftis in matteris concerning the erec- 
tiones temporalities fuperiorities of benefices teyndis &c. and having 
given our oathes that We and everie ane of ws fould cairfully dili- 
gently and truely according to our confcience and knowledge execut 
the commiffione grantit tows for informing ourfelfes in the particular 
articles given vnto ws anent the eftait of the faid kirk and parifli of 
Lendell and that we fould proceid thairin efter the molt confcien- 
tious and indifferent manner we can without refpeft of perfones or 
ony other privat confideratioune Have fett doune the famein in man- 
ner vnderwreatten conforme to the tennour of our laid oath and 
articles proponit to ws be the laidis Lordis Commiffioneris as efter 
foUowes viz. 

Imprimis the number of Communicantis within the laid parifh of Len- 
dell or Cauldftreame We find tham to be eight hundreth perfones and 
abone all without and aboue the age of fextein yeiris.

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The faid pariih conteines thrie myllis in length and tuo myUis in breadth 
the eiftmoft toune of the pariih is diftant from the faid kirk ane myll and 
half myll the weftmoft ane myll and half myll the northmoft toune tuo 
mylles Ther is no toune of the faid parifh on the fouth the kirk 
ftanding vpon the river of Tueid. 

As for any vnion of the faid kirk to any other, or of any other kirk to 
it we know none. 

The kirk of Lendell is ane kirk of the Pryorie of Cauldftreame it was of 
old hot ane chappell callit Lendell chappell and now it is the pariih kirk 
be reafone of the moft conunodious fituatione for the pariih. 

The Minifter is proyydit be the plott of old to threifcoir boUis viftuall 
quheit heir and meill flreakit mett everie ane a thrid pairt and thrie hun- 
dreth merkis of filver and the viccarage teyndis of the haill pariih f]g/a 
corpora and is prefentit thaumto hot hes only in pofleffione for the pre- 
fent the faidis thriefcoir bollis viftuall viz. fourtein bollis out of the teynd 
of Graden ; proportione abone wreatten nyne bollis out of the teyndis of 
Lendellhill and Snuick proportion foirfaid, nyntein bollis eight peckis 
out of the teyndis of Cauldftreame and the Maines thairof proportione 
fbirfaid ; fex bollis out of the teyndis of Wyllicleugh proportione foirlaid, 
and thrie bollis thrie firlotis quheit four bollis ftreakit meill thrie bollis 
tuelve peckis beir out of the teyndis of Damchefter and of the faid iilver 
deutie onlie fourfcoir eightein merkis viz. threttie merkis out of the landis 
of Lennellhill, fiftie merkis out of Cauldftreame and the Maynes thairof 
and eightein merkis out of the landis of Hatchetneis. 

We haue no fchooU no fundatioune nor manteinance for a fchooll not- 
withitanding ther is great neceffitie of one in refpeft of the great number 
of young children and mantinence may be weill provydit in refpeft of the 
yeirlie revenew of the teyndis of the faid pariih. 

Ther is no hofpitall nor ho^itall landes prebendaries nor ireirlandis 
knowen to ws to be within our faid pariih. 
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As for cheplanries we know none to be within our laid parifli bot ther 
hes bein of old neir to the Hirfell ather chappell or kirk qidiairof ther is 
onlie reftand ane kirk yaird callit Granton kirkjalrd pofleffit be the Earle 
of Home and we know no benefeit belonging thairto. 

As for the worth of the yeirlie rent of evene roume within the faid 
parifh ftock and teynd is fuch.

Information Anent the condition of the vnited kirkis of Dalgarno 
and Clofbume wher ther is iuo ftanding kirkis with ther feyeral 
mantis and gleebs. 

Dalgarno is a pendicl of Halyroodhoufe. The teinds whereof (the 
minifter being payed) did belong to the Bifhop of Edinburch ; bot efter 
abolitioun of epifcopacie wer difponed for mantainans of the Caftle of 
£dinburch The worth of the lands of this parochin, in ftok and teind 
perfonage and Ticcarage» is about 9000 merkis 

Clofbume is a pendicl of Kelfo, the teinds whereof wer a pairt of the 
rent of the Bifhop of Galloway, bot Epifcopacie being now abolifhed, is 
afligned to the Colledg of Glafgow The worth of this parochin in flock 
and teind perfonage and viccarage, is about 3000 merkis 

Inde, 12000 merkis 

1. Thir two parochins upon the fupplication of the heritors to the Aflem- 
blie at Linlithgow, in anno 1606, wer judged fit to be one congre- 
gatioune, and the union ratifyd by Parliament.

7- Som places of the parochin of Clofbume ar fyve land four miles from 

Dalgamo Church and within 3 or four at the moft of ther own 

paroch Church. 
8. None of the fiibrikis of anie of the tuo Churches cann accommodat the 

whole number of both parochins without inlargment Iff they remain 

anie longer in this condition. 

Wherfor the Prefbyterie Recommends to the Comiffion the difunion 
of thir kirkis with a difmembring of fom remote places from the Parochin 
of Dalgamo to be annexed to the Church of Clofbume that both Paro- 
chins maye be equal in provifion and number of Communicantis. 

Recommendation of the Prefbyterie of Penpont for Divifion of the 
Kirkis of Dalgamo and Clofbume. 

At Penpont 19 Jcmuary 1648. 
The quhilk day the Moderator and remanent Brethren of the Prefby- 
terie conveened for the tyme taking to ther ferious confideratioun the 
expediencie of difuniting the kirks of Clofbume and Dalgarno lyand with- 
in the &id Prefbytrie and that for the caufes and reafons following viz. 
1. That the faid two kirks wer united in the dayes of corraption and Epif- 
oopacie to the great detriment and hurt of the Church. 2. That the two 
kirks being in rent of flock and teind feventein thowfand merks and up- 
ward may verie convenientlie affoord maintainance to two Miniflers for 
ferving the cure at the faids kirks. 3. The number of Communicants 
being feTen hundreth or thereabout may be two flocks fufficient for two 
miniflers. 4. That the heritours being cited to compeir befor the Pref- 
bytrie, mofl part of them compeired, and could not objeft any relevant 
reafon, (in our judgment,) quherfor they might not be disjoyned. 5. That

the fabrickes of both Churches are now in a gad frame, quhilk will not 
long continue if thej fliould remaine in the prefent condition. 

As alfo confidering that the kirk of Clofbume is but a mean paroche 
not able to fomifche a competent ftipend to a Minifter hj itfelfl^ and that 
the other kirk of Dalgamo is a great and fpacious paroche, Wee doe think 
it verie neceflarie and expedient for the better planting and provyding of 
the two Churches feverallie and by themfelves that the landis of Branrigg, 
Mitchelflackes, Locherbane, Garrock, Auchinleck, Sandrum and Newtoun 
fhould be feparated and disjoyned from the forfaide paroche of Dalgamo 
and annexed to the kirk of Clofbume in relpeft that the fidds lands are 
diftant fome fyre fome four and fome three mylles at lead from the kirk 
of Dalgamo and ly more convenientlie and at a farr neirer diftance unto 
the paroche of Clofbume Therefor the Prefbytrie ordaines our brother 
Mr. William Black preacher at the faids kirks to repair to the honourable 
Commiffion (now fitting at Edinburgh) for tythes and furrenders uniting 
or difuniting of Churches to agent the prefent disjunftion of thefe two 
kirks and for feparating and fejoyning the aboue fpeciefied lands from the 
paroche of Dalgamo and annexing the famyn to the paroche of Clofbume 
with all celeritie and poffible diligence it being a worke quhich fo much 
tends to the glorie of God benefitt of the Church and (alvatioun of foules. 
In confideratioun of the reafons abone mentioned and in obedience to 
the act of the Generall AiTemblie calling ws to this dutie Wee giue our 
full power and exprefle charge to the faid Mr. Wm. Black to profecute 
the divifion feparatioun and annexatioun forfaid. And doe by thefe pre- 
fentis humblie befeech the honorable Commiffion to interpone ther au- 
thoritie and power to that elFeft Thefe prefentis are fubfcryred day and 
place forfaid by the Moderator and Clerk in name of the Prefbytrie.

Quhilk diflblutioun and ereftioun is ratifiet in the parliament at Perth 
anno 1606 and the proveft of the faid CoUedge kirk and moft pairt of the 
prebendaris interefled thairin hes confentit thairto Lykas now fince the 
ereftioun of bifchoppis the Archbifchope of St. Androis with confent of 
the chapter hes approvin the iam jne, to quhome the patronage of the faid 
benifice and prebendrie thairin incorporat hes de ture retumit.

It is to confidered that the landis of Amiftoun with the pendicles 
thairof The lands of Eafter and Welter Halkerftoune The lands of Efper- 
iloune The lands of Hurdipeth And the lands of Xewbyres all pertining 
heritablie to Sir James Dundas of Amiftoune were nocht able to fawe the 
number of boUis, yeeld the incres, nor pay the dewtie they doe at the 
prefent, if they had nocht the benefite of coill and lymeftane : ffor by the 
occafioune of thefe twa the haill bounds of the faids lands that can be 
made arrable ar rivin out, manured and fawne, And without the benefite 
of thefe twa, the half of thefe lands that ar now goodet, laboured and fawne 
wald of force ly lie as in former times, and as vther rowmes doe that hes 
nocht the fame, or fum vther benefite of the lyk nature. And as to 
the cafualetie of coill. The endurance thairof is knawne be all coilmaifters 
to be moift uncertane ; without the quhilk, the benefite of lyme ftane could 
ferae to no yfe in this cace, yea the manuring with lyme (except the lame 
be yfed with grett difcretioune) may importe no lytle harm^, and be tyme 
make the land to becum altogither barren and yeeld no incres, quhairof 
a gritt many in diuers pairtes of this kingdome doe alreddie find the 
duilfuU experience, and the faid Sir James as ane throwe this occaiioun 
is forced to lett a pairt that wes wont to be his bed iatland ly lie. As 
alfo if thir lands fould Ml in a pupils hands whofe tutor or curatours be 
either (killes or careles, and perhaps bothe, how fould the flock and teynd 
of thefe lands (the richt vfe of thefe benefites being neglefted or abufed) 
be maintained communihus annis at the hicr rent they ar racked to at the 
prefent. So in regairde of the premiffis the eltate and rent both of ftock 
and teind of thefe lands can never be valued nor repute conftant except 
they be valued at the very fame eftate and worth they were before the 
lyming and no hiar, quhilk is referrit to the wyfe and judicious confidera- 
tioune of the Lords Commiffionars. 



PARISH OF COCKPEN. 

At Cockpen the fevinth day of Maij 1627. 

The quhilk day the Minifter hayeing conTeined in the kirk of Cockpeii 
the perfones chofen and nominat be him according to the Commiffioun 
to the effeft that they micht concurre with him to try the eftate of the 
paroche conforme to the articles fet doun in the Commiffioun They efter 
gude adyyfe and deliberatioun proceidit in maner following and gave 
thefe anfueris to everie article according to theyr knowledge. 

In the firft that the Communicantis were betwein lextein and feyintein 
fcore. 

The lenth of the paroche is two myle The breadth a myle and more. 

Sowme Rowmes in the paroche ar diftant fira the kirk a myle viz. 
Eiftfyde of Poltoun and Hilhead The Bottomes and Dalhouffie fcheillis 
thrie quarteris of a myle the Eift maynes half a myle, The reft of the 
Roumes lyes neir enough the kirk. 

The kirk of Cockpen was never vnited to any vther Kirk bot ever was 
a feverall paroche kirk. 

It is of the prelacie of Newbottle The abbotis of Newbottle were perfones 
and drew the great teind The vicar ferved the cure and dwelt at the 
kirk befor the Reformatioun Since the Reformatioun it was diflblved 
in anno [1587] and erefted in a perfonage and vicarage The Lordis of 
Newbottle were ever fince patrones of baith, Quha before the Reformatioun 
were patrones we knaw not. 

The Minifter his ftipend is twa hundreth merkis money twa chalderis 
viftuall and vicarage quhilk was allowed be the plat for ane hundreth pundis 
quhilk never was worth the halfe of it to him. 
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Ther is no fchoole for the prefent in the parochen There was ane hot 
for fault of maintenance it deferted There is great neceffitie of a fchoole 
in refpeft there ar many young ones in the paroche to be inftru&ed. 

There was neirir ane holpitall in our paroche. 

There was ane chappell callit St. Leonardis chappell, quhairof the Lairdis 
of Dalhoufiie wer patrones and now my Lord is patrone; quhairmto 
belangis the landis of the Eift fyde of Poltoun. 

There is no prebendaries nor frierlandis There is fome vther kirklandis 
as namely a great croft of land callit the Kirkhill lyand befyde the kirk 
poiTeft of auld be the viccaris quhilk ferved the cure now be my Lord 
Ramfay of Dalhouilie There is alfo in the mylnehome a peice of land 
callit Saint Mungois croft poiTeft alfo be the Lord Ramfay. 

As concerning the worth and Rentis of the Roumes of the paroche. 
The Rent of the haill landis of Cockpen feuerally fra the teyndis 
of auld in the tyme of James Ramfay of Cockpen about 40 yeiris 
fince was eftimat to fourtein chalderis of vifituall. 
Now it is better nor fevintein chalderis by twa hundreth pundis 
of filver duety and more. 

The Eift fyde of Cockpen now pofTeft be Mr. Robert Foulis AdTOcat 
be a wedfet of ymquhile Robert Erie of Louthian quha was heritour of the 
haill landis The greateft pairt thairof is fet out in forming for aucht 
chalderis yiftuall and twa boUis There are fome thirtein aikeris forby 
fet out for ElcTin pundis the aiker both for ferme and teind The great 
teind of the Eift fyde we eftimat to thrie chalderis of viftuall both of that 
quhilk is drawin be the faid Mr. Robert Foulis and that quhilk is fet out 
for iiluer duety Bot if they want the libertie of the lyme ftane as it may 
happen if the landis of Cockpen be feuerally difponit fra the landis of 
Newbottle both rent and teind will be far inferiour. 

The fmall teindis is eftimat to thrie pundis. 

The Waft fyde of Cockpen hes fundry Roumes fet out to fundry handis 
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viz. the Ridheuch quhilk of auld about fourtie yeiris fince payed fourtie 
boUis of Tiftuall and now pajes no more Bot the farmer hes a take fra 
the auld Lady Cockpen lyirenter dureing her lyftyme quhairfore he payes 
ane thowfand merkis of gerfum. 

The great teind is eftimat to 20 boUis. 

The New Maynes togidder with the mylne and mylne landis payes thrie 
chalderis viftuall by their kaine The rent of the mylne feuerally fra the 
landis is eftimat to faxt^n bollis The landis-^thretfSe twa boUis Thefe 
landis of auld lay lie and wer firft brocht in be the prefent fermoreris 
quha hes a tak of the lady for her lyftyme Now it is thoght that it may 
pay as mekle teind as the Ridheuch viz. twentie bollis yea thefe yeires 
laft bypaft it hes payed afmekle as the Ridheuch did. 

PoWart maynes of late payed four chalder It was thocht to highe 
Bot if it were well laboured it micht pay thrie chalder viftuall. 

Now a great pairt of it the Lady herfelfe hes in maynfing. 

Another pairt of it is fet out for twentie bollis viftuall. 

The great teind of all this maynfe is eftimate to twentie bollis of 
Tiftuall. 

The Walke mylnne togidder with the landis lying thairto payis ane hun- 
dreth merkes both for ferme and teind The land feuerally frome the 
mylne may pay foure bollis beir and for teind fex firlotis. 

There ar alfo feme aikeris fet out ffoure aikeris for four bollis beir for 
the ferme Teind fex firlotis There are vther foure aikeris callit the 
Hoyll land fet out for fourty merkis baith for ferme and teind. 

The great teind of this Weftfyde of Cockpen is eftimat to foure chal- 
deris or thereabout and this it may be communibus annis fo long as they 
haue the lybertie of the lyme ftane fra the Erie of Louthiane bot if they 
want it will be farre inferiour It is drawin be the Lady Cockpen. 

The finall teindis of this haill Weftfyde is eftimat to fyve pundis. 

The Baronie of Dalhouftie hes fundrie {loumes fet out to fundry perfones 
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TUB. Dalhouffie toun quhilk payd of aald thirtein chalder of viftiudl for 
ferme Now it pajes no more bot it wantiB a great mure callit Dalhouffie 
outfield quhilk it had of auld. That mure is nou fet out to Dauid Ram&j 
for ane hundreth pundis jeirlie As alfo it wantis a great portioun of 
land Ijand in the eift fjde of Leflwade that quhilk is now fet out with the 
Eift maynes. 

The great teynd is eftimat to thrie chalderis of viftuall and a halfe 
commtmibus annis drilwin b^ the Lady Louthiane^

This kirk of auld wes ane of the kirkis of St. Androis and fen the re- 
formatioun erefted in ane laick patronage It confiftis in a perfonage and 
ane viccarage Patrone of auld to the perfonage the Bifchope of St. Androis 
Patrone to the viccarage the Kingis Majeftie The prefent patrone bayth 
of perfonage and viccarage is Mr James M'Gill of Cranftoun riddell. 

The Minifteris ftipend is ffyve hundreth and twentie merkis togidder 
with the viccarage of Nether Cranftoun geven vp to him be the laft platt 
is eftumat for fyftie merkis, out of the quhilk the Minifter fumefchis the 
elimentis to the comwnioun The quhilk ftipend is payet thus Be my Lord 
of Cranftoun out of the teyndis of Ovir Cranftoun Twa hundreth merkis, 
be Mr James M*Gill of Cranftoun riddell out of the teyndis of Nethir

heritour and the tenentis it is betterit Bot quhat it is now worth in ftock and 
teynd we knaw nocht In refpeft the heritour drawis the teynd and the 
thrid fcheiff This rowme hes commoditie of lyme ft;aneandcoill within itfelff.

It haith thrie hundreth commwnicantis It is in lenth twa mjles and 
in breid als mutche The ftrdeft rowme frome the parochin is ane mvll 
and ane halff It is vnited to nane nor nane to it. 

It is ane Colledge kirk and the titular is the proTeft quho befoir the 
ereftioun of the faid Colledge kirk wes perfoun His rent is the teyndis 
baith perfonage and viccarage throw the haill paroche and be the fiinda- 
tioun is bund Mre onera ordmaria epifcopalieky Sfc. as Mr Adame Johnftoun 
the firft Proveft fince the reformatioun fervit the cuir conforme to his 
prefentatioun collatioun and inflitutioun. 

In the fundatioun of the Colledge kirk thair is appoyntit a viccar 
penfionar quha for his rent haith ten pundis frae the proTeft and I the 
prefent Minifter haith prefentatioun thairto.

At Dalkeyth the tenth day of Maii the yeir of God I™ VI« tuentj 
and fevin jeiris. 

The quhilk day Mr Johne Logane Minifter at the kirkis of Sowtra and 
*Fala togidder with Alexander Hodge Alexander Tailjreoor and Adam 
Tumet parochineris nominat be the faid Minifter aa moft judicious and 
indifferent oompeirit beibir the Moderatour and Prelbyterie of Dalkeyth 
and thair gave all thair aithis and wer admittit to the tryall of the articles 
committed to them be the Lordis of His Majeftiea Commiffion and 
gave vp thair Declaratioun anent the laidis articles according to thair 
knawledge in manner following. 

THE VNITED KIBKIS OF SOWTRA AND FALA. 

The kirkis of Sowtra and Fata wer vnited vpon the tuenty day of Februar 
1618 yeiris. 

Befoir thair vnioun thair was about fourfcoir of Communicantis in each 
one of them and now in them bothe being vnited togidder thair ar aucht 
fcoir of Communicantis. 

Bothe the paroches lyeth contigue togidder and ar bothe of a lyke lenth 
and breidth, of the boundis of thrie myles in lenth and twa mylis in 
breidth bothe togidder. The fSeureft hous in the paroche fra the kirk 
quhairto it belongis is two myllis. 

The kirk of Sowtra was ane abbay kirk of old quhilk abbacy was firft 
a benefice be it felf as We ar informed and therefter vnited with the pro- 
veftrie of the Trinitie GoUedge in Edinburgh, as yet vndiflblved thairfra. 
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The kirk of Pala is ane kirk of the Hofpitall of Ednem, the benefice 
quhairto it belongis is the preceptory of the laid Hofpitall. 

The patron of the kirk of Sowtra is the toun of Edinburgh, as is alledged 
be them. The patron of the kirk of Pala is the Laird of Edmeftoun of 
that Ilk, quho is alfo patrone of the (aid preceptorie. 

The prefent ftipend of the Minifter ferveing the cure at the faidis 
kirkis, is tua hundreth and fyftie merkis, payit be the toun of Edinburgh 
as titulars of the benefice and fetteris of the tejndis of the paroche, aug- 
mented be the laft plat ten merkis, for befoir they payed bot twa hun- 
dreth and fourty merkis out of the perfonage and viccarage teyndis of 
Sowtra And for the kirk of Pala the Minifteris ftipend prefently is ane 
hundreth merkis payed be the Laird of Edmondftoun as tutour and adminif- 
tratour to his brother James Edmondftoun, out of the perfonage teyndis of

2. The paroche is in lenth eift and weft above thrie myles, of the 
quhilk ther is neir a myle on the weft iyde not inhabite. In breadth it 
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will be above two mjles and ane balfe at the eifter nooke* of the qnbilk 
ther is neir time quarteris of a myle on the north fjde not inhabite. The 
farreft roume in the paroche quhilk is Congiltoun is diftant from the New 
kirk of Diriltoun two mjrles^ all the reft of the tonnes and ronmes will be 
diftant feme of them ane myle, feme of them ane halfe, and feme ane 
quarter of a myle. 

3. It is neither vnited in haill nor in pairt to anie other kirk, neyther 
anie other in haill nor pairt united to it. 

4. It is a kirk of the abbacie of Dryburgh ereftit as ane pairt thairof 
in the yeir 1616. 

6. The Minifter his ftipend is two chalders aittis, ane chalder quheate, 
ane chalder heir, ane hundreth merkis of money payed out of the great 
teinds by my Lord the Erie of Kellie quho bought that haill kirk from 
my Lord the Erie of Marre at a verie deir rate. Siclyke the Minifter 
hath the haill viccarage quhilk he brooketh by a double rycht. 1. By the 
Kings Majefties gift in the year 1 599> Nixt in the ereftion of the abbacie 
of Dryburgh it is difponed as a part of the Minifters certaine and per- 
manent ftipend Siclyke he hath ane manfe and ane gleib in Gulane a 
long myle from the kirk of Diriltoun. The gleib is fo overblowen with 
land as the largeft aiker therof hes not bein manured thefe fyve yeiris 
bygone, the reft doth fcarflie yeild the own feed as is notourlie knowen. 
And this his ftipend is not fufficient pairtlie in reQ>e& of the great deleft 
of his gleib, pairtlie in refpeft of his onerous charge of the congregatioun, 
and pairtlie in refpeft of his numerous &milie having a wyffe and feyin 
children to fufteane. 

6. We have neythir provifion nor foundatioun for a fchoole in all the 
paroche, bot a great neceffitie thairof efpeciallie in the toun of Diriltoun 
if it could be had. 

7. Thair is noe foundatioun for anie hofpitall in all the paroche that we 
can try. 

As for Chaiplanryes tber was one in Elbottle callit St Johnes chaip- 
pell fituate in the lie of Fiddra within the fea, quhairunto was annexed 
be the abbotis of Dryburgh for the tyme two hufband landis in Elbottle 
perteining to the Laird of the Law in few paying to the Abbotis of old, 
and now to the Erie of Kellie fuperior of the famine yeirlie vij merkis. 
Mair perteining to the fame iiij hufband lands fett in feu to Adam Hep- 
bume portioner of Kingftoun paying yeirlie therefor xj lib. Mair viij 
aikers callit Willilbume perteining to Mr George Tod his wyffe in feu 
paying yeirlie viij S. Mair ane tenement and ane aiker of land at the eift 
end of the toun of Diriltoun perteining to Alexander Congiltoun in few 
paying yeirlie ane merke and two pultrie foules.

Keithe from Hombie kirk it is quarter of myle and fra the kirk of Keith 
thrie quarteris of one myle The towne of Blakfcheill is fra the kirke of 
Hombie ane myle and halfe one myle, and fra the kirk of Keith is one

Muirheid fometyme in Barbachill and nou in Drampark Andro 
Davifone in BlarfiUis and Mr Alexander Tran Minifter of Lochreton 
And for obedience of the charge givin to them anent the tryall and 
information taking anent the articles propofed be his Majefties Com- 
miliioneris at Haliroodhoufe 12 Apryll 1627 Anent the eftate of the 
tythes and parochin of Lochreton according to the oithes takin of 
them at Drumfreis the 26 day of June in prefence of the Moderatour & 
brethren of the prefbitery thairof gaue their depofitionis in maner fol- 
lowing as they wer requyrit be the iaid Mr Alexander thair Minifter. 

Imprimis ther is ten fcoir or therby Communicantis in the parochin. 

The kirk ftandis neir the ane end of the parochin, quhilk parochin is of 
lenth 3 myles and ane half or therby, fra the kirk to the fartheft pairt of 
the parochin ther is fcarce 3 myles. 

* The following earlier account of the parish seems to have heen drawn up by John Currour^ 
Vicar. He was afterwards Minister there 1607-1615. 
Lochrutoun fourscoir merkland. 
It is ane Kirk of Linclowdane. 
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The kirk is not vnited to any other nether hes ever bein It is ane 
College kirk of the Proveftry of Linclouden. 

It hes no fchoole but greit neid of ane fchoole as in all thos pairtis. 

Ther is in it no foundatioun for ho^itallis nor chaplanrye^prebendrie^ 
or flier landis within the famin. 

The worth of the rent of the roumes for the prefent can not be fett (the 
parochin lying wnder tuelf yeiris fpoilyea of the parfounage teinds) at the 
inftance of the Laird of Dmmlangrig By that ane greit pairt of the parochin 
payis nocht but daily fervice. 

The tythes therfoir hes not bein drawin and quhen the gudman of Hillis 
bruikit the tithes, the boll wes fett for SO and 40 3. yeirly duety quharby 
the rent of the landis ii^creffit. 

The landis of the parochin being anis four fcoir merk landis eftimat 
yeirly to fiftle merkis the merk land tymes bypaft.

The rest of the said victuall appertenit to the Vicare and becaos that kirk was lang vacand 
without any Vicare provydit thairto. 

The foirsaid Ouidman of Hillis hes set ane nyntene yeir tak of the said Tictuall to the paro- 
chineris thairof for ten merkis as for the entress of ilk boll meill and that in this maner To 
wit for my Lord Hereis land Hand within the said parrochin extending to xxxiij merklandis 
The rictuall thairof extendis to Ivij bollis meill Ilk boll thairof payis yeirlie to the gnidman 
of Hillis m s. aU the rest without exceptioun payis xl s. for ilk boll.

At Dull, the feventein day of May I» VI® twentie fevin yeiris. 

Quhilk day the Minifter of Dull conveined mth the Commiffioneris re- 
ceayed and fworne before the Moderatour off the prefbitrie of Dunkeld 
anent the commiflione to trye the eftate off the kirk and paroche off Dull 
conforme to the articles conteined in the fiud commiffion And the faid 
Minifter and Commiffioners vnderfubfcryvand did cognofce as folio wes.

Quhilk day Mr Jhone Clapertoun Minifter, haven conyeined with Jhone 
Smithe Bailzie of Ednem, Alexander Dikfone in Ednam, Alexander Maf- 
fone thair (lykas thai had conyeined diverfe tymis befor) being choyfen 
and fwome by the prefbiterie for latisfying the Commiffioun given for 
tryell of the eftait of our kirkis viz. teindis and vtheris thairin conteined ; 
and deipUe coniidering the mater at diverfe tymis befor, by all lawfull 
meiniB of juft tryell, givis thair declaratioun and anfuer to the articles 
as foUowis. 

1. In this parochine thair is yeirlie abont 600 Communicantis and this 
yeir thair is 550 frome fyfteine yeir ould and above, befyd ISO Catechiftis 
frome eleven yeiris ould and above. 

S. The lenthe and breaid of this parochine is bothe alyk, quhilk is about 
tua mylis every way and the farreft roume fra the paroche kirk is little 
mair nor a myle. 

3. The Minifteris prefent ftipend is 500 merkis payit but of the teindis 
by the barone of Ednem kyndlie takiman thairto. 

4. Thair hes ever mor beine a fchool heir becaus we have many young 
onis, butt very poorlie prefervit, without any founded rent for vpholding 
of itt, alfo the teandis may very weall bear ane honeft provifioun for a 
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fchool and thair is ane abfolut neceflitie that thair fould be a fchool, for 
within the toun of Ednem thair wilbe very neir fex Icor baimis capable 
of learning. And the mod pairt of the parentis is not able to pay thair 
fchool waidgis. 

5. Thair is a hofpitaJl within halfe a myll to the kirk of Ednem founded 
(as we ar informit) by one of the baron of Ednemis predeceffouris. It is 
tliought and is moil liklie to have beine fumtyme a pairt of the baronie 
of Ednem but mortified for a hofpitall to intertaine fa many headmen, 
as the foundatioun beiris, and the barone of Ednem is patrone thairoif. 
It is now as a pairt of the parochine off Fala being 18 diilant thairira; 
the mortifyit rent is negledit, for thair is no headmen thairat the peopell 
lies repairit alwayis to our kirk of Ednem, being baptiiit mareit catechifit 
and admittit to the holie communioun and difciplined, and it is moil 
equitable it fould be reannexit wnto our parochine of Ednem : This roume 
in teand and itok great and fmall payis yeirlie 550 merkis.

15. We think the whole teandis off this baronie, manfe-toune and by 
roumis (fa far as we can be informit by all diligent menis off tryell) worthe 
in yeirlie dewtie twentie tua chalderis viftuall off the mett and meafur of 
Kelfo halfe aitis 4 pairt beir 8 pairt quheit 8 pairt pies. 

16. Alfo thair is a plot of ground callit Bamingtoun quhilk is lying in 
pley betuixt the Earle of Roxburgh and the barone of Ednem, quhilk is 
thought to be of the parochine of Ednem, becaus the barone of Ednem 
as takifman of the teandis of Ednem hes bein in vfe to gather the halfe 
of the teandis of this land quhen it was labourit, and as yet gatheris the 
halfe of the teind of certaine aikeris thairoff to the number of 3 or 4, 
quhat it is worthe we can not informe. 
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Our kirk of £dnem is nathar fpacious nor fpecious, for it is not able 
to conteine the halfe of our peopill at any folemne tyme of meiting It 
is not fo Weill wpholden as any bame or byr, and except it be helpit 
fpedelie it is ruinous and tendis to fiJling, and our kirk yard dykis is 
lying with the ground and hes great nead off repairing.

The trew Report of the eftate of the kirk of Logie and paroche thair- 
of togither with the eftait of that pairt of the Abbaj kirk of Cam- 
bnlkenneth quho in refpeft of the vicinitie thairof to the kirk of 
Logie ar thairto annexit conteining the CommiffioneriB nominat and 
fuome thair rektioniB according to the articles fet donn in thair 
commiffion gevin vp the 22 of Maij 1627. 

1. The number of the CommunicantiB within the paroch of Logie in 
this inftant year of God extendiB to lex hnndreth and threttie perfones. 

2. The number of the peopill within that part of the Abbaj kirk at Cam- 
bufkenneth now demolifed that cumis to the kirk of Logie and gettis benefit 
of the word lacramentis burial and manages ar ane hundreth and threttie. 

The extent of the lenth of the faid paroche from veft to eift is reput 
and callit thrie myles and the breadth thairof from north to fouth other 
thrie mjles and that the kirk is placit and iituat direftlie in the mids of 
the faid paroche or thairbj fo that the remoteft hous in the paroch is 
yithin ane myle and ane half or thairby from the kirk. 

3. The paroch of Logie vas neyer vnited to any yther kirk hot hes bene 
alwayes ane paroch kirk of itfelffe. 

4. The kirk of Logie was ane kirk of the priprie of Northbervick with- 
in the diocie of Dunblane bot now as it is thocht is changit in ane laik 
patronage, and my Lord £lphinftone pretendis to be patron thairof as 
having the Kingis confirmatioun thairof, quhilk gift his L. took the tyme 
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his L. vas threforer to his Majeftie, bot it is thocht be vtheris that this 
patronage is not valid, becaus at his L. gift taking thairof the laid kirk 
vas not diffolved fra the priorie, bot if his L. gift thairof be not good, it 
mud apperteine to thame quho hes ere£ted the priorie of Northbervik if 
it be erefted in ane temporalitie. 

5. The Minifter hes of ftipend out of the perfonage fra the Laird of 
Polwart quho is takifman of the teind flieavis of the haill paroch of Logie, 
four hundreth merkis togither with the vicarage thairof eftimat to ane 
hundreth merkis and fourtie pennyis with ane duflbne of hennis. 

6. Thair is at the faid kirk ane Inglifeh fchoole but in reipeft of the 
multitude of peopill it var requifit thair fuld be thair ane better provifioun 
for ane grammer fchole as thair vas of old, bot it decayit be reflbun it hes 
no provifioun at all except ane hous and yaird quhilk now is fet in few be 
the King to James Forrefter of Logie fince the Reformation, quhilk is 
thocht cannot be law ftand feing it vas once belonging to the kirk, and 
thair the Minifteris and fchooU maifteris lewe and dyit, and it is thocht 
that feing the teindis vill be abow tuentj four chalder of teind, that 
of the teindis may be taken ane competent provifioun both for ftipend 
and fchool As for hofpitalis and ftmdatiounis thairof, none to our 
knawledge. 

7. Thair was of old within the faid paroche tuo chappellis bot we knaw 
of no rent that ever perteinit thairto. 

8; The Minifter at Logie is callit the Prebendar of Logie bot knawis 
of no rent belanging thairto, howbeit that jeirlie he payis tuo merkis to 
the titular of the Trinitie altar of Dunblane.
